Fierce Savages WIio Have Dropped 


Their Man Eating Ways. 


A recent colonial report on the Caribs 


of Dominica is interesting. Very mys- 
terious is the origin of the fierce sav- 
ages, now almost extinct, who were in 
possession of the smaller West Indian 
islands when the first white man burst 
"into that silent sea." They showed a 
distinct Mongolian character, and it 
would fce hard to distinguish a Carib in- 
fant from a Chinese child. Some twen- 
ty years ago a Chinaman who had 
drifted to Dominica declared the Caribs 
to be his own people and married a 
pure bred Carib woman. The resultant 
child showed no deviation from the na- 
tive type. 


Today they have dropped their man 


eating ways, but in the sixteenth cen- 
tury they scoured the Spanish main in 
search of human food, and from Porto 
Rico alone are said to have taken more 
than 5,000 men to be eaten. Though 
Spaniards, Frenchmen, Dutchmen, ne- 
groes, or Arrowaks, v/ere all meat to 
them, yet these Caribs seem to have 
shown preference for certain national- 
ities. Davis, for instance, in his "His- 
tory of the Caiibby Islands," tells us 
that "the Caribbeans have tested of all 
the nations that frequented them and 
affirm that the French are the most 
delicate and the Spaniards are hardest 
of digestion." Laborde also, in one of 
iis jaunts in St. Vincent, appears to 
lave overtaken on the road a com- 
municative Carib who was beguiling 
the tedium of his journey_by gnawing 
at the remains of a boiled human foot. 
This gentleman only ate Arrowaks. 
"Christians," he said, "give me the 
bellyache."

Nov. 18.—Uncle Sain, operatin 
through the department of jut> 
tice, is erecting on the luilitarj 


reservation here what will bo when 
completed the largest prison in th 
world. This is not its only peculiarity 
It is being built mainly by the pris 
oners who will be confined within its 
strong walls. 


Four hundred of the convicts confined 


in the old Fort Leavcnworth federa 
penitentiary are at work on the new 
prison. They quarry and cut the stone 
and make and lay the brick which 
form its walls. 


Fortunately for the government the 


site selected for the prison—a true 
of sixteen acres on the military rcser 
valiou ceded by the war department to 
the department of justice in 1807— 
contains a large deposit of clay suit 
able for brickmakiug, and, near by are 
quarries of good building stone. By 
utilizing these and employing the con- 
victs on the work Uncle Sam is saving 
thousands and thousands of dollars. 


Every workday these • 400 convicts, 


under guard of .twenty men armed 
with shotguns and repeating rifles, 
march from the old to the new prison, 
two and a half miles apart, returning 
at night. The men march back and 
forth in a column of fours, surrounded 
at a distance by the guards, whose 
vigilance is unceasing, to prevent a 
break for liberty. One mile to the right 
is the virgin forest, while in the other 
direction and not far away is the Mis- 
souri river. Only recently three con- 
victs broke from the marching column 
and made for the woods. Js'o attention 
was paid to them by the guards, who 
kept their eyes and guns on those re- 
maining. AYithin two hours the run- 
aways were recaptured. 


On their arrival at the new prison 


grounds every morning the convicts 
before being put to work at their usual 
tasks are marched into the "bull pen," 
where they remain until everything is 
in readiness for them. Twelve of the 
juards take their places on the wall, 
:wo lock themselves in a brick watch- 
:ower about thirty feet high, and with 
:hein are taken the arms of the re- 
maining guards, who are on duty with- 
n the inclosure. The inside guards 
carry nothing but a heavy cane. They 
assist hi the work, acting as overseers
